The governor reviewed the fiesta pa- 
rade last night and during the evening re- 
ceived bulletins on the San Francisco 
situation. In discussing the matter fur- 
ther the governor said: 


EYE ON TROUBLE, 
"I will not call out the state- militia 
to quell the riots In San Francisco until 
the civil authorities have asked me to 
do so. or until I am satisfied from my 
own Investigations that there Is no other 
way to handle th« situation. 
I 
am 
watching closely and will act the moment 
I believe U necessary. 
"Everything Is in readiness for the 
calling out of the troops. 
Those ar- 
rangements were made several days ego 
at my direction. I will not say what 
troops will be called out, but -they will 
be on the ground shortly after I take the 
action." 


OWN DISCRETION. 
The governor was asked ,what 
he 
would do in the event the riots continued 
flnd the civil authorities of San Francis- 
co did not see fit to call uron him for 
troops. He replied: 
"I would order the militia anyway. 
Whenever I become satisfied that the 
situation Is beyond their control I will 
send In the troops. Repiesentatlons from 
the best elements of San Francisco that 
troops were desired there wiuld be suffi- 
cient for me to act upon without wait- 
Ing for the word of the officials. 
"I shall keep In close touch with Ad- 
jutnrit General "liauck and may conclude 
to go to San Francisco In person should 
I deem it wise to do so. I shall held 
myself In readiness to act at a moment's 
notice."

Law and Order vs. Dinan 
and Anarchy. 


Chief Dinan's announcement that he will enforce law and order 


wsunds a good deal like the Englishman's benevolent advice to a 
mob not to duck the victim in the horse-trough. 
The crowd had 


previously overlooked the horse-trough. 


Dinan puts on a fiercely martial air and emits considerable 


lound and fury, but it is all simulated thunder. 
His statement 


that he will arrest every man who defends himself against mob 
violence is a direct incitement to riot, an assurance that police 
vigilance will be exerted to protect the assailants and not the 
assailed. He said to the reporters: "I do not propose that my men 
shall be shot by scabs. 
If there is any more shooting I shall 


•arm my men with rifles." 


Only an idiot could misunderstand this language. 
It is not 


the talk of a man resolved to do his duty or desirous of impress- 
ing upon the public that order will be enforced and life and prop- 
erty protected. 


Why has there been any shooting? 
If the injunction of the 


president of the Carmen's Union had been obeyed there weuld 
have been no throwing of cobbles and brickbats, and consequently 
no shooting. Crying peace and throwing stones don't go together 
any more than Chief Dinan's impudent cheering on to violence 
in his raw bluster about preserving the peace. 


We might as well face the sitflation squarely at the begin- 


ning, for riot and bloodshed have followed the first attempt to 
run cars with non-union men. What caused the shameful occur- 
rences of yesterday? Richard Cornelius says Calhoun is respon- 
sible because he manned his cars with "thugs and the scum and 
offscourings of Eastern cities '' 
Calhoun says the riot and blood- 


shed were due to strikers and their sympathizers stoning and mob- 
bing his cars and employes. 


Every intelligent reader of the newspapers is competent to 


judge where the truth lies, but a vast number of people will not 
admit the truth nor manfully stand for peace and order. 
There 


is a whole volume in this statement made by Governor Gillett: 
"The best way to stop the shooting is for the mob to quit throw- 
ing bricks and stones. 
Then shooting will cease." 


Do doubt Calhoun has a lot of tough men among his imported 


levies, but missionaries of peace and mild-mannered men are not 
likely to volunteer for such work as non-union carmen have be- 
fore them in San Francisco. 
It is a job for hard citizens, and 


that is the kind Calhoun has selected. He could get no other, in 
fact. As long as they behave, however, they have a right to go 
about unmolested. If they are let alone they will probably let 
others alone. 


But all this aside, imperious public necessity demands the 


suppression of such shocking and disgraceful occurrences as those 
of yesterday, when riot and disorder provoked murder. This sort 
of savagery must be put down, and the peace and order that should 
properly prevail in a civilized community enforced. 
The main- 


tenance of the law is far above Patrick Calhoun or Richard Cor- 
nelius, for it involves the majesty and authority of the sovereign 


" people. 


It is not now a ciuestion of hours and wages, but a question of 


whether anarchy shall supercede the supieraacy of the law. 


IF ANYTHING 
WILL MAKE WAR MOVE OUT. 


Yesterday THE TRIBUNE demonstrated that it is always the 


first to print the news. By 7 o'clock in the evening it had an extra 
on the street giving a full account of the rioting in San Fran- 
cisco, together with a list of the persons injured. 
Also the an- 


nouncement of Patrick Calhoun that cars would be run today. 


Colonel Henry Watterson of the Louisville Courier-Journal says

neither a prophet nor the son of a prophet, but there is nothing 
the matter with the ticket he suggests—save, perhaps, that the 
heft is too much in the tail. 


Evidently Mayor Schmitz understood the situation better than 


•was supposed when he accepted the resignation of Police Com- 
missioner Crcswell on the ground that a street car strike was 
impending. His statement was received with derision by the news- 
papers generally, but the strike came nevertheless; and a fierce 
and bloody one it is too. 
Mr. Creswell tendered his resignation 


because his law firm is in the employ of the United Railroads. 


Eleven members of the "Black Hand" society have been con- 


victed by a Wilkesbarre, Pa , court of blowing up the house of an 
Italian resident because he refused to pay tribute to the organiza- 
tion. The penalty is two years' imprisonment. At the end of their 
term, they ought to 
be deported from the 
country to the land 


•\\hence they came, as a class of foreign criminals whose sojourn 
here will not be tolerated. 


Servile Labor in Hawaii. 


Hawaiian planters have made many experiments to get cheap 


labor to work their sugar plantations. After the native labor of the 
islands gave out, they went "blackbirding" in the South Seas, out- 
fitting kidnaping expeditions to 
supply 
their 
properties 
with 


laborers. This system of slavery, which was winked 
at by 
the 


monarchy, was suppressed by the intervention of the war vessels of 
foreign nations interested in stopping slavery. Then cheap contract 
laborers from Portugal were introduced by thousands. When these 
began to learn their true value, cheap laborers had to be imported 
from elsewhere. Chinese coolies finally took their places. Later con- 
tract laborers wsre brought in from the islands to supply the de- 
mands of the sugar planters. The anti-Japanese agitation has put a 
stop to that source of servile supply, as the territory was being used 
as a convenient means of swelling the mainland colony. 


Now, the planters have turned their attention to Spain as a 


source of cheap contract labor, and less than two weeks ago a 
British steamship arrived at Honolulu from Malaga with a cargo 
of 2240 so-called Spanish immigrants, which ought to be described 
as cheap contract laborers, ove| one-half of whom are children. 
Ultimately, this low and servile class of imported laborers will 
find their way, as most of the same class belonging to other nation- 
alities have done, to the mainland territory to disturb our domestic 
labor conditions. 
And it will go on indefinitely, so long as the 


anti-contract labor law does not apply to the territory of Hawaii, 
for this exemption is merely a medium for the enrichment of the 
island planters through the employment of a species of serfs which 
the constitution of this country prohibits. 


The enormous profits which Hawaiian planters are reaping 


from this freedom to degrade labor in]the islands is illustrated 
in a dispatch dated May 6, which says that "Brewer & Co., the 
oldest established plantation agents in Hawaii, have declared a 
stock dividend of $1,000,000, thus doubling their capital stock." 
This watering of the stock has been done, of course, to conceal 
the company's cash earnings, and the enormous profits which are 
being derived from the permission the planters enjoy to import 
the cheapest servile labor which any part of the world can supply 
without, practically, any form of restraint. 


A man who will sell -a legacy worth $1,500,000 which has two 


and one-half years to mature, for $80,000, simply because he wants 
ready money now, deserves to be written down as an ass. But this 
is what Henry C. Keating, one of the heirs of the Keating $5,000,000 
estate is reported from Santa Monica to have done. The estate 
is not distributed until the minor heir becomes of age, which will 
not take place for the time already mentioned. 
A syndicate of 


rash plungers have, however, found a chance to make a big clean- 
tip out of Keating's necessities, so they have paid him $80,000 
for his interest in the estate, which consists of land now rated at 
$1,500,000, the title to which is, however, dependent upon his liv- 
ing until the time for the distribution of the estate comes around. 
If he dies in the meantime, the gambling syndicate of shylocks gets 
nothing, as Henry C. Keating's interest reverts to the other heirs 
to the estate in the event of his death before the minor heir 
reaches his majority. 
If the impecunious heir should die before 


that time, it would be a righteous punishment of the avaricious 
§ang who have taken advantage of his necessities for them to lose 
their money. As a matter of fact Keating seems to be the proper 
person to be put under a guarj'inship in defense of his own in- 
terests, which he is evidently incapable of managing himself; and 
should he live out tr"-r Ssxt two and one-half years, the court 
may set aside whatevt. contract has been entered into by de- 
claring Keating incompetent to enter into the agreement at the. 
t?me it was made, for it stands to reason that no sane man would 
knowingly part with 51,500,000 worth of property for $80,000, no 
matter how hard up he was temporarily for ready money. 
He 


could have borrowed more money than that on his prospects, prob- 
ably, by the payment of a liberal rate of interest

Jack O'Brien, the dapper heavyweight champion, still remains 


the favorite in the betting that is going on at Los Angeles, the 
reigning odds being 10 to 8. Burns is not the least disheartened 
by being on the short end, and has announced that he fully ex- 
pected to be the second choice with the bettor;-. Of course, the 
bettors do not by any means always pick the winners, and in this 
case they may be wrong, but there are many reasons why the 
Quaker figures to be the first choice. 
He has the one thing that 


always asserts itself with fighters, just as it does with men in 
every walk of life, and that is class. 


O'Brien in the last fight with Burns showed conclusively that 


he had the Canadian faded when it came to boxing and protect- 
ing himself. In the fifth round of that fight Burns landed a swing- 
ing wild punch on the bridge of O'Brien's nose, and the shifty 
Philadelphian was on queer street for several rounds and in a con- 
dition which should have made it easy for his opponent to finish 
him. Jack argues that if Burns did not get hi-n at that time he 
will never have a chance to hnd the punch that will bring home 
,the cash. Burns and his backers are relying on the hope and belief 


: | that the Kanuck has improved to such an extent in his boxing 


that he will be more accurate with his punches and cooler in this 
fight than he was in the other. 


O'Brien has now engaged in 158 battles and in that number of 


fights has had the misfortune of being defeated only twice—once 
by young Peter Jackson in a fight that he has since proven was 
'ramed up to get revenge on some San Francisco promoters who 
he believed robbed him in his fight with Al Neill, and the other 


Hugo Kelly, who received the decision over him at Indianapolis 


after ten rounds of boxing. He has been in the game since 1896 
and has had four years more experience than Burns, who entered 
the ring in 1900. 
Tommy, during that time, has had 43 fights, 


of which he lost three—one batch to Mike Schreck, Jack (Twin) 
Sullivan and Jack O'Brien. The fight he lost to O'Brien was in 
1904, and since then he has boxed the clever Quaker the fast and 
lard-fought draw at Los Angeles, which would indicate that he 
ias improved during the last few years he has been in the game. 
Burns, in his career, has beaten no one of class, however. He has 
failed to beat Hugo Kelly twice, being in each fight he had with 
the Italian satisfied with a draw. It took him twenty rounds to 
put away Dave Barry in San Francisco, fifteen rounds to beat 
Jim Flynn and twenty rounds to win a close decision over Marvin 
Hart, who is one of the worst dubs that ever attempted to call 
himself a champion. O'Brien has won over both Schreck and 
Sullivan, and a slow dub like Hart would be like putty in his 
hands. 
The one and only thing that can prevent the 
Quaker 


from winning the contest tonight is improvement on the part of 
the Canadian. 


If Burns has improved, as his backers claim he has, then he 


will have a chance to win, but unless he has made rapid strides 
along these lines, O'Brien will jab him to pieces. The one prool 
that O'Brien is very confident that he will prove the Canadian's 
master is the fact that he is again meeting him under the straight 
Marquis of Queensberry rules.

TO REFORM HOUSE OF LORDS. 
LONDON, May 8.—In the House of 


Lords yesterday, Lord Newton with- 
drew his bill for the re-constitution of 
the House of Lords on a partly elective 
basis and Lord Cawders' proposal for

LATEST NEWS FROM NEVADA GOLDFIELDS 


RHYOL.ITE, Nev, May 8.—South- 


ern Nevada mines have reached a 
point in their development where in 
the case of the leasing properties this 
beginning of dividend paying is but 
a question of months. With two cus- 
tom mills contemplated for the Bull- 
frog district, with the Montgomery 
Shoshon* mill practically complete,
